M. H erriot is w hat the French 
delight in calling an “erudite."

logic 
and 
p ersuasive 
p hilosop hy . As Prem ier, in 
the 
m idst of 
a p ost-w ar p olitical 
turm oil, and as M inister of F in­ 
ances he was clearly out of his 
elem ent. 
B ut once established 
in educational sp heres, 
he took 
up his task of collaborating w ith 
M. 
Poincare 
w ith 
a singular 
sense of its p ossibilities. 
T he next F rench 
p arliam ent 
will be ask ed, M. H erriot has in­ 
form ed his colleagues, to vote 
credits for the extension of the 
Cite U niversitaire m ovem ent to 
the p rovincial universities. In 
addition, m ore extensive inte r­ 
change of p rofessors w ith

HOOVER’S FARM PROGRAM 
As usual, Herbert Hoover shows his rem ark­ 
able faculty for g etting to the bottom of thing s 
when he tackles the p roblem of farm relief. He 
is definite. 
He sees the need. 
He sees 
the 
difficulties. 
He has a p rog ram. Like the g ood 
economic eng ineer he is, he has survey ed the 
job in all its asp ects and he has drawn the blue­ 
p rints. 
And like a man who loves his work, 
he somehow g ets over the idea that he and no 
one else, is the man to do it. 
Never has a p residential candidate stated a 
p roblem more clearly , analy zed it more carefully , 
and asserted more earnestly his determination to 
solve it, than has the Rep ublican nominee in 
discussing ag ricultural relief in his sp eech of 
accep tance. 
“The most urg ent economic p roblem today 
is in ag riculture,” is his op ening sentence on the 
subject. 
“It must be solved if we are to bring 
p rosp erity and contentment to one-third of our 
p eop le directly and to all of our p eop le indirectly . 
We have p ledg ed ourselves to find 
a solution. 
These are solemn p ledg es and they will be ful­ 
filled by the Rep ublican p arty .” 
Before dealing with remedies, he diag noses 
the causes of the trouble. They are four in num­ 
ber — need of further tariff p rotection, cheap er 
transp ortation for farm p roducts, 
better dis­ 
tribution, and reorg anization of the marketing 
sy stem. 
Then he p roceeds to show what he, as 
the new 
leader of his 
p arty , will 
do to p ut 
throug h leg islation that will g ive the farmer the 
needed relief. 
No time will be lost, Mr. Hoover declares, in 
p utting these various measures in effect. 
“The 
Rep ublican p latform offers an affirmative p ro­ 
g ram,” and “needs only the detailed elaboration 
of leg islation and ap p rop riations to p ut it Into 
force,” he asserts. 
Mr. Hoover has no p atience with the p ossible 
objection that the Federal g overnment may have 
to advance some hundred 
millions of cap ital 
without 
oblig ation on the individual 
farmer. 
“A nation which is sp ending ninety 
billions a 
y ear can well afford an exp enditure of a few 
hundred millions for a workable p rog ram that 
will g ive one-third of its p op ulation their Tair 
share of the nation’s p rosp erity .”

Stock fraud losses are due chiefly to the sale 
of corp orate securities of no actual or p otential 
value and losses from Bucket shop and other 
illeg al forms of trading in securities. Over $3,- 
000,000,000 have been stolen from the p eop le of 
this country since the war throug h the sale of 
sp urious securities. 
Little wonder, then, that business men have 
been aroused to action 
and 
that they 
have 
sp urred leg islature on to enact more string ent 
"blue sky ” laws. 
The fake stock p romoter is the limit in ousi- 
ness criminality , because he p rey s on the weak 
and takes advantag e of their lack of knowledg e. 
He and all of his confederates who make 
a living “by their wits” are levying too heavy a 
tax on business. 
They will have to be routed 
sooner or later.

ASHINGTON. — The 
Kellogg 
multilateral anti-war treaty , 
while attacked in some foreign 
quarters as more likely to pro­ 
mote war rather, than discourage 
it, is nev ertheless a source of hope 
to most of the American peace 
societies^ 
They are willing to cheer for 
the moment and attempt later to 
use the treaty as the basis for 
more definite and concrete meas­ 
ures against war.

Secretary Kellogg’s own assur­ 
ance that the original tex t of the 
treaty would stand alone and that 
his liberal interpretations of 
it 
were in no way a part of the pact 
and could not be considered as

gateway to war wide open.. 
One ev en hears the idea ex ­ 
pressed that Mr. Kellogg has at 
last actually been conv erted to the 
war outlawry cause by Senator 
Borah and it is thought that the 
v enerable Secretary of State may 
hav e an ey e on the Nobel peace 
prize. 
The hope that gradual disarma­ 
ment may follow the signing of 
the Kellogg treaty , receiv ing im­ 
petus from it, is naturally upper­ 
most in the minds of the peace 
mov ement. 
The Irish branch of 
the Women’s International League 
for Peace and Freedom long since 
got on the job with a campaign to 
press upon the env oy s to the Paris 
signing party the desirability of 
beginning to plan for disarmament 
at once. 
Secretary Kellogg and 
all 
the 
other signers are consequently re­ 
ceiv ing petitions from the league, 
which holds forth in 25 nations, de­ 
manding worldwide disarmament. 
All 
branches 
of 
the 
league 
promptly accepted the Irish sugges­ 
tion. 
The league has 5 0,000 mem­ 
bers and J ane Addams of Chicago 
is its international president. 
A 


number of prominent women are 
activ e in the United States section. 
Miss Dorothy Detzer, ex ecutiv e 
secretary of the American branch, 
has been panning Mr. Kellogg and 
the State Department as often as 
any one was shot in Nicaragua, but 
is now enthusiastic ov er the Kel­ 
logg treaty . 
‘‘It will hereafter be much more 
difficult,” say s Miss Detzer, “ to rail­ 
road the country into war. 
"I think the treaty will definitely 
help the cause of peace and see no 
logic in any suggestion that there 
is any thing in it tending to con­ 
done any v ariety of international 
conflict. 
"In the past we hav e been pre­ 
paring for war. Now it looks as if 
we were going to prepare for peace. 
"We won’t ev er get disarma­ 
ment until we get some kind of 
faith in the international machin­ 
ery for the preserv ation of peace. 
The Kellogg treaty seems bound* 
to strengthen the ex isting ma­ 
chinery . 
In all law, it is neces-, 
sary to declare the law. 
Now we- 
are going to know just what the 
attitude of the nations» of the 
world is toward war.” 
Miss Detzer say s peace senti­ 
ment is on the rise. 
She points 
to the course of the State Depart-j 
ment in publishing a pamphlet 
ex plaining our po'licy and action 
in 
Nicaragua, 
prepared 
after 
many inquiries for light had been* 
receiv ed from school pupils who 
couldn’t understand what all the 
shooting 
was 
for. 
The 
peace 
mov ement 
is 
now 
especially 
strong in England, which has suf­ 
fered sev erely in the 
post-war 
period. 
"Elimination of war is inev i­ 
table and it may come in our 
own 
day ,” 
Miss 
Detzer 
say s. 
Meanwhile, we are willing to en­ 
courage all steps toward peace, 
big or little. 
We feel strongly 
and 
keenly 
about 
the 
terrible 
things that hav e been happening 
in Nicaragua. 
But when Mr. Kel­ 
logg giv es us something like this 
peace treaty we are willing to re­ 
gard it as an instrument of use 
in attaining the ultimate goal.”

tion of the township advisory 
board and the city school board. 


The pupils from the Webb high 


school were brought here 
this 


morning and taken to the Gra- 
ham building where thd ischool 
program for Rushville was out- 
lined to them, and the prelimin- 
ary enrollment obtained. The 
school here will open Monday. 


At this meeting, H. M. Cowing, 


township' trustee, announced to 
the pupils ttfat the 
advisory 


board had agreed that the ac- 
tion was for the best interest of 
each pupil, and would 
enable 


the township pupils an oppor- 
tunity fof greater learning in a 
school of a more varied offering. 


Mr. Cowing stated, "there is 


only one time for a person to ob- 
tain an education and that is 
when you are boys and eirls. We 
want each one of you to have 
*he;jbest there is to be obtained, 
afl»!%e ,jare making this change 
entirely for you, because we 
know that you' are the ones who 
will.profit and benefit mostly." 


It was pointed out that with 


an enrollment of only 37 pupils 
in the high school, the classes 
and courses offered could not be 
maintained to meet the demands 
of all pupils. Few townships in 
the state maintain two high 
schools and by combining the 
two here it will mean that both 
the rural and city pupils 
will 


benefit. 


When the proposition was first 


advanced this week, the city 
school board agreed to reduce 
the cost of tuition here 
from 


$119 a pupil to' $100. They also 
agreed to take over 
contracts 


with the three members of the 
Webb high school faculty, 
in- 


cluding Claire J. Sellers, the 
principal; Miss Jean Sparks and 
Howard Hungerford. 


These three teachers will be 


assigned places in the Rushville 
faculty as additiona^classes will 
v be required because of the 
in- 


creased enrollment. Mr. Hunger- 
ford, who has had charge of 
athletics' along with the teaching 
of other subjects at Webb, will 
assume a similar position here 
and will be an assistant in ath- 
letics. 
In all probability Edgar Moul- 


ton, a grade school teacher at 
Webb will be named principal of 
that building to succeed 
Mr. 


Sellers. The proposed change will 
in no way affect the grade pupils 
at Webb or Circleville this year. 
Probably next year the Circle- 
ville school will be abandoned, 
and pupils transferred to either 
Rushville or Webb. 


A meeting of all parents of 


the high school pupils was held 
Thursday at the school when the 
project was advanced, concern- 
ing the transfer of the pupils to 
this city. There was some ob- 
jection raised but it is believed 
that the parents will realize lat- 
er that the pupils will be given a 
much wider chance for learning 
here. The pupils this morning 
were told that there are 75 cours- 
es offered and a corps of 26 
teachers at their command.

Plans for a $4,000,000 eye, ear, 
nose and throat hospital to be 
erected for the Washington Uni- 
versity School of medicine here, 
include a "Lindbergh pavilion" 
to be devoted to medical re- 
search in aviation. 


Dean W. McKim Marriott of 


the School of Medicine, who an- 
nounced the plans said, "The 
new science of aviation is cal- 
ling for a great deal of investi- 
gation in such subjects as the 
sense of equilibrium of the avia- 
tor, the judgment of distance of 
the pilot and his power to adapt 
his vision quickly and accurately 
to conditions of light and dark. 


"Individuals differ greatly in 


these particulars and it is evi- 
dent that something more than 
a desire .to fly should constitute 
the requirements of an aviator. 
These are some the problems 
upon which the workers of the 
proposed institute will be engag- 
ed," he said.

• The general level of farm pric- 
es received-by producers on Aug- 
ust 15 was 6 points lower than 
on July 15, according to -' the 
monthly farm price repprtj Just 
issued by the United States'De- 
parment of Agriculture, but at 
139 it was still 7 points higher 
than on August 15 last year. The 
base period taken as 106 is the 
five year period 1908-1914, 


Meat an»wafa were 5 points 


higher in August than in July, 
dairy, products advanced 1 point 
during the month and poultry 
products 6 points, but the month 
witnessed 'declines in the farm 
prices of all 
the important 


grops of crops, grams declining 
22 points, fruits and vegetables 
19 points, and cotton and cotton- 
seed 17 points. The' farm price of 
wheat went below one dollar a 
bushel for the first time in four 
years, and farm prices "of oats 
and barley, on' August 15 • were 
below pre-war level. 


The 4 percent rise in the farm 


price of hogs during .the month 
is largely seasonal but is earlier 
than usual. Contributing to this 
situation are the decrease in re- 
ceipt of live hogs at markets and 
the decrease in storage stocks of 
pork and lard. Receipts of hogs 
at 7 principal markets were 18 
percent smaller in the four-week 
period ended August 18 than for 
a similar period ended July 21, 
while pork stocks were 10.4 per 
cent less on August 1 than on 
July 1, and stocks of lard were 
43 percent lower than on the 
first day of July. 


The price strengthening effect 


of the 36 percent reduction in 
carlot shipment of potatoes in 
the four week period ended Au- 
gust 18, compared with the four- 
week period ended July 21 has 
been more thati offset by the 
prospects of a large crop to be 
harvested. The decline for the 
country as a whole was about 5 
cents a bushel or 8 percent from 
the mid-July farm price.

He is a veritable book-worm, 
learned in various sciences, a 
man of logic and persuasive 
philosophy.

to educational spheres, he- took 
up his task of, collaborating with 
M. Poincare with a singular 
sense of its possibilities. 


The next French parliament 


will be asked, M, Herriot has in- 
formed his colleagues, to vote 
credits for the extension of the 
Cite Universitaire movement to 
the provincial universities. In 
addition, more extensive inter- 
change of professors with for- 
eign universities and awarding 
of scholarships for study abroad 
are to be arranged. Offices are to 
be established in the principal 
countries to give information 
concerning the curriculum of 
French universities 
and col- 


leges. 


No less Important is the Min- 


istry's decision to create special 
lyceums or high schools for for- 
eign youths intending to spend 
a year or two to France, and 
possibly continue their studies 
at the Sorbonne or one of the1 
departmental universities..

HOOVER'S FARM PROGRAM 


As usual, Herbert Hoover shows his remark- 


able faculty for getting to the bottom of things 
when he tackles the problem of farm relief. He 
Is definite. 
He sees the need. 
He sees the 


difficulties. He has a program. Like the good 
economic engineer he is, he has surveyed the 
job in all its aspects and he has drawn the blue- 
prints. 
And like a man who loves his work, 


he somehow gets over the idea that he and no 
one else, is the man to do it. 


Never has a presidential candidate stated a 


problem more clearly, analyzed it more carefully, 
and 'asserted more earnestly his determination to 
solve it, than has the Republican nominee In 
discussing agricultural relief in his speech of 
acceptance. 


"The most urgent economic problem today 


is in agriculture," is his opening sentence on the 
subject. "It must be solved if we are to bring 
prosperity and contentment,to one-third of our 
people directly and to all of our people indirectly. 
We have pledged ourselves to find a solution. 
These are solemn pledges and they will be ful- 
filled by the Republican party." 


Before dealing with remedies, he diagnoses 


the causes of the ;trouble. They are four in num- 
ber — need of further tariff protection, cheaper 
transportation for. farm products, better dis- 
tribution, and reorganization of the marketing 
system. Then he-proceeds to show what he, as 
. the new leader of his party, will do to put 
through legislation that will give the farmer the 
needed relief. 


No time will be lost, Mr. Hoover declares, in 


putting these various measures in effect. "The 
Republican platform offers an affirmative pro- 
gram," and "needs only the detailed elaboration 
of legislation and appropriations to put it Into 
force," he asserts. 


Mr. Hoover has no patience with the possible 


objection that the Federal government may have 
to advance some hundred millions of capital 
without obligation on the individual farmer. 
"A nation which is spending ninety billions a 
year can well afford an expenditure of a few 
hundred millions for a workable program that 
will give one-third of its population then- Tair 
share of the nation's prosperity."

"blue sky" laws.

They are willing to cheer for 


'the moment and attempt later to 
use the treaty as the basis for 
'more definite and concrete' meas- 
ures against war.

Secretary Kellogg's own assur- 


ance' that the original text ot the 
treaty would stand alone and that 
his liberal interpretations of it 
were in no way a part of the pact 
and could not be considered as 
reservations, has, if it has not ex- 
actly cleared the air, at least 
quieted the fears of some peace 
movement leaders .that the new 
covenant itself would leave a large 
gateway to war wide open,:. 


One even hears the idea ex- 


pressed that Mr. Kellogg has at 
last actually been converted to the 
war outlawry cause by Senator 
•Borah and it is thought that the 
venerable Secretary of State may 
have an eye on the Nobel peace 
prize. 


The hope that gradual disarma- 


ment may follow the signing of 
the Kellogg treaty, receiving im- 
petus from it, is naturally upper- 
most in the minds of the peace 
movement. The Irish branch of 
the Women's International League 
for Peace and Freedom long since 
got on the job with a campaign to 
press upon the envoys to the Paris 
signing party the desirability of 
beginning to plan for disarmament 
at once.

Secretary Kellogg and all the 


other signers are consequently re- 
ceiving petitions from the league, 
which hold's forth in 25 nations, de- 
manding worldwide 'disarmament.
